these Is correct is hard to tell. One giv- 
,uu by a uuuuutaiueer wliose ancestors 
JUave-lived in the region since the origi- 
nal Dutch settlement i.s as follows: 


In the early days Dietrich Van Pelt 


came from Holland and settled at the 
foot of Kaaterskill clove, just above 
what is now called Palmville. 
His 


daughter, Katrina (at the time the 
family came to the mountains she was 
about fourteen years old), was a verita- 
ble mountaineer. Xo height was too 
steep for her to climb, no cliff so ab- 
rupt but she could stand upon its edge 
unmoved. In vain her parents tried to 
keep her at home, warning her against 
the wild beasts or, worse, the Indians 
who were moving restlessly up and 
down the sides of the forest covered 
mountains. She did not fear the beasts, 
and as for the Indians whenever she 
met them she came home loaded with 
birch bark baskets, beaded buckskin 
pooches or some variety of trinket.

er amusing interview which the Lon- 
don Chronicle correspondent had with 
Km at Maritzburs is v/ortii reading, as 
it gives a Boer view of the not very 
redoubtable British prowess in the 
field, says the London correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Pi-ess. 


The correspondent describes Botha 


as follows: Louis Botha -is a big man, 
full six feet high and stoutly built. 
His shoulders in particular are im- 
mense, and his huge brisk red hands 
are carried clumsily swinging. 
Ho 


wears a drooping brown mustache; 
small, pointed beard, that does not 
conceal a firm, round chin, and short 
hair. His face is full and pleasant; 
light blue eyes twinkle below heavy 
broT^s. The small, beautifully carved 
nose that often accompanies Huguenot 
descent is his best feature. 
He was 


magnificently bronzed and looked like 
a very fit south'of England farmer 
rather than a fighting general With 
him were Jan De Wet, younger broth- 
er of Christian of that ilk, and his own 
brother, Commandant Christian Botha, 
whom all South Africa knows as Chris. 


Jan'De Wet would insist on inter- 


preting, for Louis Botha has but little 
English and, I suspect, is apt to tell 
'the truth without discrimination to all 
who approach him in the Taal, where- 
as the urbane Jan is a barrister of the 
Inner temple and has even dipped into 
journalism. So I had to speak Eng- 
lish, but my notes were of Louis Bo- 
tha's answers and not of Jan's render- 
ings. 


"There Is every prospect of a lasting 


"peace," said the general, "if people will 
sink their Individual feelings and work 
together for the good of the country. 
. Ifs time South Africa had a chance." 


"*Jow, about the war. How did the 


Boers look upon blockhouses?" 


Jan De Wet laughed as he put the 


question, and Louis Botha smiled 
broadly. 


"I think," said the latter, chuckling, 


'*hey were useful in finding employ- 
ment for men who were not to be 
trusted with horse's." 


This was a facer, and I showed my 


Astonishment plainly. 


"The blockhouse lines never stopped 


me from going where I wanted to go," 
added the general, "and they never 
stopped De Wet" 


"De Wet broke the fences with cat- 


tle, did he not?" I asked. 


Jan De Wet replied this time. "He 


says he. never did so,"'he said, "and I 
can't see how it would be possible. 
Cattle won't run in a mass unless 
there are men leading them. You 
can't drive them like horses." 
He 


translated this to Louis Botha, who 
nodded in agreement. 


"Did your experience lead you to re- 


gard any particular arm of the British 
service as specially efficient and dis- 
agreeable?" was my next question. 


"That is too wide a question," re- 


plied the general. "I got on pretty 
well with all of them." 


"The colonials, too?" I queried. 
"I did not see much difference," he 


answered. 


"And what about our intelligence de- 


partment?" 


Again the general was much amused. 


"Ifs all right," he said. "I have inter- 
cepted a good many dispatches and 
quite often found them reliable." 


"Tell ine something about your own 


arrangements," I suggested. "We heard 
a great deal about the magnificent or- 
ganization of your intelligence depart- 
ment. Had you such a thing?" 


"Yes,'J he answered; "we had the 


best system possible. Every one of my 
burghers is an intelligence officer born, 
and I had no need to single out any 
one ot them to do the work they all 
did." 


, "Do you intend to visit England?" 


"Yes," replied the general; "1 am go- 


Ing to England with De Wet and De- 
larey about the end of the month. I'm 
going to the continent, too, and to 
America."

hotel in New York of the devotion of 
the Boer soldiers. 


"It is the only manful thing to ac- 


cept facts as we find them now," Gen- 
eral de Villiers said to a reporter of 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, 
"and that we have done, but it has re- 
quired almost greater courage than for 
the fiercest charge on the battlefield. 
My one consolation now, and indeed 
all through the weary struggle, has 
been the thought that, while many 
high in rank were found wanting in 
the hour of need, there were many 
more, even in the lowest ranks, who 
were ready for any trial and unafraid. 
Their devotion has been the sustaining 
power through the long three years. 
Never were the women of a distressed 
country more devoted, not only in the 
tender sympathy and support so natu- 
ral to them, but in rougher and more 
active service. When the war broke 
out, the Boer women were not only 
sewing and stitching, but plowing and 
tilling the farms as well. 
There is 


many an instance of a wife sending 
back to the ranks her discouraged and 
deserting husband a better and braver 
man. Others I have known who, rath- 
er than let their cattle fall into the 
hands of the enemy, have followed the 
army for days—like the Roman ma- 
tron, you say, who dispatched her 
sons to the battlefield with this fare- 
well: 'Return with your shields or up- 
on them.' Yes, that is quite true. 


"Now, 
of course, we are bound for 


our homes, such as they are, to do our 
share in the advancement of South Af- 
rica. There is a great land north of 
the Transvaal still to be subdued, and 
the portion of the labor that falls to 
us will be quietly and faithfully done. 
The term 'Boer* itself means 'tiller of 
the soil,' but Olive Schreiner well dis- 
tinguishes between ow two main 
types. 'If a Boer knows but Dutch, 
he is a Boer; if two languages, he is 
South African.' 
There are many of 


this latter class among us, and they 
are well able to take up work in any 
line of science or industry. 


"Like your fathers in the days of 


1776, 
we had but an untrained body 


of men, but in this age of telegraph 
and cable and machine gun it is still 
more difficult for a raw army to win 
than in former centuries. But we have 
fought our fight, and is it not the high- 
est thing in the world to be so loyal 
to a cause, whether it be right or 
wrong, that it is a joy to give your life 
for it?

It w-as 
no vain thing either; it ivas heartfelt 
and pathetic to see the scores of fight- 
ers in prison walls cheerful and re- 
signed no matter what their fate. 
Every morning and evening through- 
out the war at sunrise and sunset we 
have held prayers and chanted some 
song or psalm as did Cromwell's army 
on Marston Moor or Dumbarton,

And 
now all is over. But we have fought 
a good fight and are content.
